ITALY CAN USE MORE LIRE

Nadget of Minister Rubint’ Shows
Large Defleit, Dae Principally
to China Expedition.,

HOME, Dec. 2.-In the Chamber of
Deputies today Signor Rublnl, minister of
the treasury and ad Interim minister of
finance, unpounced his budget, etating that
the budget of 1000-01 at present showed
deflelt of 19000000 lire, of which 13,000,000
lire must be charged up to the expenses of
the Chioa expedition. The minister sald,
however, that in view of the continuing in-
crease of the. revenue over the estimates
this deficit would certalnly be greatly re-
duced before the end of the financial year.
He pointed out also that while the estl-
mutes for 190105 showed a defieit of 18,000,-
Vo0 lire here again no allowance had beon
miade for lncreasing revenues, which prob-
ably would reduce the defleft.

Signor Rubini explained that these small
defieits arose from tho paying off of the
debt and from outlay for rallroad construc-
tlon. The budget sltuation he characterized
us essentinlly good., but insisted that “it
was nbsolutely Imperative to abstain from
wll Inerease of taxatlon and fresh loans in
order to secure a budget which by ralsing
crisdit nad confidence in the country will
ennble the povernment to procesd with
much desired oatensive and useful reforms,*
